Refersnee i$ made to memorandum, from Ur. ffichola to 
Ur. Tolson dated August 3, 1953, setting forth information which 
emanated from Roy Cohn, you will recall that Cohn referred to a 
discussion which he had with General Smith, at which time the Generhl 
commented that a polygraph examination had revealed that an individual 
who haa been in the TBI for 16 years had been a life-long homosexual » 
The information furnished by Cohn indicated that the foregoing poly¬ 
graph examination may have developed when an ex-Bureau Agent applied j 
for employment at the CTA. The Director instructed Liaison to 
inform Smith that there was a story making the rounds to the effect 
that Smith allegedly had stated that a polygraph test had disclosed A 
that a former Bureau Agent had been a homosexual dll his life. Liaise* f 
was further instructed to obtain the facts from General Smith* -is 


Liaison 4£tfnt Papich contacted General Smith on August 5, ^ 

1953, and informed him that the Bureau was endectwring to run down a | 
story which had been circulating in Washington to the effect that' a 
polygraph test at the CIA had produced information reflecting that an^ ; 
ex-FBI Agent had been a life-long homosexual* General Smith was told 
that in connection with the Bureau f 3 inquiry information had been 3 
developed that he, General Smith, had been approached concerning the EJ 
matter and that the General had furnished information substantiating r3 
that a CIA polygraph test had produced such information. General 
Smith paused fpr a few moments he/ore answering and then stated to p 
Papich that he- had not^discussed* any such matter with anybody* He S 

stated that F.2 was not certain tout approximately 5 or 6 months ago K , 

he, Allen Dulles., and two or three other officials in the CIA were 
discussing the value of the polygraph. Somebody in the group mentioned 
that the polygraph had been very successful in detecting sex perverts* ' 
General <S^iiih stated that somebody in the group mentioned that this 
was true apd that a recent polygraph examination of an ex-TBI Agent i 
ihad led ttf'the former Buteau employee *s admission that he had been a 
LhonoseraaJ * General Smith stated that he was not absolutely certain 
'about the details of that discussion and he then proceeded to^tele- 
phonically contact. Allen Dulles in the presence of Paptch* HfA/tgUired 
of Dulles if the latter could recall any such conversation , General 
Smith Quoted Drillers as reviving that such a discussion n ay hape been i 
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During the course of the conversation with General Smith, 
PapicA asked the General three different times if the General by 
any chance Aad discussed any matter involving an ex~Bureau employee 
and sex perversion with any outsider. PapicA speci/icaliy inquired 
if any such discussion had been Aeid ioith a representative of any 
other agency or Congress. On each occasion Smith categorically 
denied having been involved in a discussion which may have touched 
on such a matter in any way whatsoever * At no tine did the Liaison 
Agent bring up the name of Cohn • 

During the course of the meeting with General Smith the 
latter referred to various AeadacAes tdfticA he was having in the 
Department of State. He then commented that he had been visited on 
several occasions by^Roy Cohn. Cohn Aas advised Smith that his 
n running mate,” iXivicr&cAine, had recently been classified i-4 and 
that Cohn and Sena Tor McCarthy were very much interested in obtaining 
a commission for Schine in the armed services. Cohn asked General 
Smith if he could intercede with his contacts in the Army in order 
that a_cow)nissio n cp uld be obtained Mt$£qyt'/Sj^tne&jbecgmtng. involved

stated that Cohn *s request was very unusual and couid pjace somebody 
in an embarrassing position. In this connection he claimed that he 
pointed out to Cohn that Senator McCarthy could be placed in sucft an 
embarrassing spot if news ever leaked out that the Senator and Cohn 
were endeavoring to obtain special priviiepes for Schine. According 
j to General Smith, Cohn was not at all impressed by the General *s 
comments and Cohn then inquired what the possibilities would be of 
arr angi ng a positior^JC^^Schjji^ i n^the^CXA* Me informed the General 
"T HatnT'was nof'entAus'iastic about such a proposition because Senator 
McCarthy had found the CIA to be a very ''juicy** target and the Senator 
very likely .would not want to be left in the position where he would 
be obligated to .Allen Dulles. General Smith claimed that he then 
advised Cohn that if he so desired, fte would approach Allen Dulles 
but he explained to Cohn that Dulles very likely would not be 
particularly cooperative in view of the recent conflicts which 
McCarthy has had with the Director of the CIA* Smith Stated that he 
also pointed out to Cohn that Allen DuJUes has a son who was seriously 
wounded in Korea la st year and it was very doubtful that Dulles wouid 
try to arrange a position for Schine in order that he could avoid 
military service. 

COfOtENT * 

The Liaison Agent has advised that he handled this matter 
throughout with 'General Smith without giving any specific indication 
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that Cohn has been in touch .with the Bureau . Pursuant to the 
instructions t General Smith was not ashed speciftcally if he had 
discussed the natter with Boy Cohn . 

Although Smith has denied discussing the above 'natter 
with anybody t it should be borne in ntnd that it is characteristic 
of him to n pop off,” Therefore, it is possible that he may have made 
some comment to Cohn. 

The Liaison Agent has already been in contact with Colonel 
Sheffield Edwards of the CIA in order to ascertain if he possesses 
any information which might be related to the story which emanated 
.from Boy Cohn. Edwards has already adoised that he does not recall 
any suc/i case . He stated that he would nevertheless contact his 
Subordinates in order to definitely verify if the CIA has ever 
uncovered any evidence reflecting that an ex-Bureau Agent had been 
identified ns a homosexual at a result of a CIA polygraph examination

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DEFINITION OF COMMUNISM 

* Since 1776 qnd the Declaration of Independence by our founding 
fathers the American people have lived in a land of freedom. Although 
there have been attempts from without and within to deprive us of 
our liberties we haye always thwarted them. Our ‘basic love of our _ 
basic rights has been the golden thread that weaves together a strong 
and'good people.' - 

We are now faced with a great threat. The Soviet Government' 
and its world-wide Communist party is dedicated to the overthrow by 
force and violence of the Governments of the United States and every 
other non-Communist-controlled country. It is, therefore, the urgent 
duty of every American citizen to familiarize himself With the theory 
and practice of Communism and actions that haye-been and must be 
taken to counter this dangerous Communist conspiracy. 

Only through a clear understanding of the entire situation can 
each American help to fight for the preservation of our economic free- - 
donis based upon our system of private enterprise and our political 
freedoms based upon what we hold to be man's inalienable right&r- 
life, liberty and his individual pursuit of happiness. 

THE THEORY OF COMMUNISM 

T he theory of Communism was created by Kccrl Marx in 184 8.> 
The Marxist doctrine is an interpretation oi history which biames with 
deadening impact the capitalist countries for all military and 'econo¬ 
mic crises and the catastrophic decline of civilization. Marx asserts 
that only the most desperate remedies can salvage what is still good 
in'mankind, that Communism can sayecmd conserve civilization be¬ 
fore it destroys itself, and that Communism must achieve its end at 
atiy cost. 

Marx described the conflict of dosses, the exploitation of the 
workers by the capitalists. He claimed that the capitalists started wars . 
through greed for money and land and the desire to perpetrate a false 
prosperity. He declared that man lives for material things alonepnd 
that materialism had affected every historical development. He pre¬ 
dicted that one day the workers of the world would overthrow by 
force, violence and bloody revolution the factory owners and the cap¬ 
italist governments. 

After a period of State Socialism during which the State controlled 
everything, Marx foresaw a gradual withering away -of classes and 
the metamorphosis of mankind's way of life, Marx’painted a fantastic 
picture of the eventual existence of a Utopia in which he said: "Every 
man will work according to, his ability and receive according to his 
needs,"—a world.In which:there will be no materialism , no classes 
and no unhappiness! ISrrl Marx emphasized that this end would 
justify any means taken, to achieve it. Implicit in the theory of Marxism 
is the view that the tactics of treachery* terrorism, dictatorship and 
mass murder of the human race for hundreds of years would be war- 
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his business associate, Miriam Moskowitz* were convicted of con¬ 
spiracy to obstruct justice by plotting to mislead a Federal Grand Jury 
as to the true facts. 

- Under the McCarran Act, there has been created a Subversive 
Activities Control Board which holds hearings- to determine which 
. organizations are dominated by foreign powers, which has the power 
to require any such organization which is found to be subservient to 
a foreign power to register or face penalties. Eventually, all members 
of these Communist actio n organizations would have to register! 

. The act also provides for the registration of all agents of foreign 
■. governments, and those having knowledge, of espionage and espion¬ 
age techniques. Steps to deport subversive aliens are also being 
taken by the Immigration and Naturalization Service of the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. . 

Investigation: Th^'Senate Internal Security Committee recently 
unfolded the diabolical infiltration by American citizens) who are) 
Soviet Agents into many positions 7 of trust' and responsibility within 
t the United Notions. The Committee will not rest until the procedures 
of the international organization are corrected so that its employees 
are of sufficiently high and loyal calibre to carry out the UN objec¬ 
tives—objectives to which we have already subscribed and' toward 
which we are A major contributing and participating member nation. 
The Senate Internal Security Committee also recently exposed Com¬ 
munist infiltration into the school systems of the United States and 
forced the resignation of some college professors. The House Un- 
American -Activities Committee has pried into vital industries and 
organizations in an effort to impede ^^Effectiveness of Communists 
in key places. - 

■CHALLENGING COMMUNISM - 

- -The people of the United States are becoming more and more 
aware of the dangers of the Communist conspiracy. However, being 
against Communism is not enough to halt Communism. We must all 
understand the threat—what it is* and how to fight it. We must re¬ 
examine bur Iqws to ascertain whether they are adequate to combat 
the Communist tactics. It is self-evident that we, the people of the 
United States, must counter the worldwide Communist movement as 
forcefully as possible. To halt Communism, not only must we be pre¬ 
pared militarily, for the Communist Party respects and fears strength, 
but we must also disseminate as widely as possible to the people 
of the United States and the'other remaining democracies a message 
defining and exposing the Communist plat of worldwide conquest. 
Furthermore, -w'e must know what we are striving to preserve. - We 
must also reemphasize the things for winch we are fighting. We must 
re-affirm our faith in the principles for which our forefathers died— 
man's inalienable rights to life, liberty and his individual pursuit of 
happiness.

Espionage: The espionage statute. Title 18, Section 794, makes 
it a crime to transmit to any foreign government, any material relating 
co the national-defense of this country, with knowledge that it is to be 
uscu to the injury of the United States, or conspiracy to do so. The 
punishment is 20 years' imprisonment in time of peace, and death in 
time of war. This statute was invoked in the case of the atom spies; 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who- were convicted of conspiracy to 
commit espionage by delivering atom bomb secrets to Soviet agents. 
They received the death sentence and their convictions were affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals. 

Judith Coplon was convicted under this, section, but her conviction 
was reversed on technical grounds. 

Perjury: Section 1821 of Title 1.8, makes it a crime to lie under 
oath. This section has been used to prosecute a number of persons 
involved in Communist and espionage activities, who have lied about 
their involvement before the Grand Jury. 

Alger Hiss was convicted of perjury in denying that he had 
turned State Department papers over to Whittaker Chambers when 
Chambers was a courier for a Communist spy ring. 

William Remington was convicted of perjury in denying he was 
ever a member of the Communist Party. His conviction was reversed 
on technical grounds, and he was, as of October, 1,982; awaiting re¬ 
trial. 

Harry Bridges, West Coast Communist longshoreman's leader, 
was convicted of perjury in denying Party membership, 

Earl Browder and his wife were indicted for lying under oath in 
connection with Mrs. Browder's petition for naturalization as a citizen 
in denying that she was ever a Communist. 

Contempt: Various persons involved in Communist activities were 
convicted of contempt of Court, or of legislative bodies. A contempt 
is a wilful defiance of a lawful order or direction of a court, Grand 
Jury or legislative body, such as a refusal to answer a question which 
should be answered, 

Frederick Vanderbilt Field, Dash I ell Hammett and others were 
convicted of contempt for refusing to answer questions, concerning 
the fugitive Communist leaders for whom they had posted bail, and 
their convictions were affirmed all the way up. 

Other Statutes: Finally, other statutes were invoked. Abraham 
Brolhman, who was engaged in industrial espionage using Harry Gold 
and Elizabeth Bentley as couriers representing the Soviet Union, and

THE PRACTICE OF COMMUNISM 

The Communist Party; its policies and procedures were formu¬ 
lated by Nicolai Lenin in 1905. Lenin planned from the Marxian prin- 
^ ciples an organization of tight iron discipline. Lenin and his several 
* followers set up machinery that was destined by 1952 to cause the 
Infiltration of and control by the Communist Party of more than half 
the world. Under Lenin's system, the Politburoy consisting of twelve 
men, was to rule the Communist Party and, therefore, all of the Com- 
munist-controlied countries. Lenin believed that Russia would be the 
first of the world's great nations to be taken over by the Communists 
fn their march to world rule; in 1.917, this was achieved. 

— lulo thejpeople gf Russia in a spontaneous revolution ha d 
o verthrown the co rrupt Czgrist regime and had created a provisional 
government, under the leadership of Kerensky, based upon the con¬ 
stitutional representation of the people. Before this newly formed gov¬ 
ernment whose principles were consistent with western democracy 
had been able to firmly organize itself, it was in 1917 destroyed in a 
thorough military plot by the Communist Party and Nicolai Lenin. 

Lenin found, after ruling Russia a few years, that the theory of 
Communism could not be put into practice. First of all, in what had 
been an agrarian country, the workers could not take over the fac¬ 
tories for there were no factories- Without private initiative, man was 
Unwilling to pi gduceT'In 192b Lenin reverted on a mild basis to 
private ownership of property with the hope that the economy of the 
Soviet Union would become prosperously industrialized. Lenin was 
forced to evolve a series of five-year Plans during which Russia would 
gradually develop from a capitalist to a communist country. Mean¬ 
while, the Soviet Union and all of the people within It would be under 
dhe rigid domination of the Politburo of the Communist Party, 

i * Joseph Stalin succeeded Nicolai Lenin in 1924. Adhering, to the 
Momst-Lenlnlst theory that the end justifies the means, he continued 
the destruction of all uncooperative factions within the Soviet Union. 
At the same time, intensive efforts were made to develop Russia eco¬ 
nomically and militarily. By seeking and gaining help from other 
nations/ Stalin was able to Improve industry and agriculture- A rule 
of terrorism and treachery prevented a thorough integration of Rus¬ 
sia's resources however, and deterred the progress and 1 output of 
millions of Soviet citizens, - 
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By 1952/-the-Communist Party had not yet made great strides 
domestically toward realizing the objectives cl the Marxist-Leninist 
doctrine- The discontent people of Russia were still ruled by the 
Politburo through an iron regime of party discipline. The economic 
scene left much to be desired. The Soviet rulers had much more suc¬ 
cessfully executed the part of their plan that dealt with conquest of 
the world. 


Since Stalin’s ascent to power, Russia has succeeded in infiltrating' 
and gaining control of the govemment^of" Lithuania, Estonia.'Latvia, 
part of Finlctnd^Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Rumania,'PoIand, Eastern 
Germany, Austrian China, Tibet and North Korea. Communist Party 
members are busy infiltrating the remaining democratic countries, 
i eo n ciiizens.jwhQjB re

CHALLENGING THE PRACTICE OF COMMUNISM 

We must challenge ihe practice of Communism everywhere.*. We -

Iceland, Luxemboura.._Th a-Neth^—» 
l ands, Norway , Portug al, Great Britain, Canadtm nd the United State s, 
the Western democratic countries, under the leadership of General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, a yeqr prinrzin^i-na .ei eciron^as Presidento! 
the Unite d .yeteg-_hm/e a formidable array of troops and 

weapons which stand ready to resist attack by Russia or her satellites. 

- The Voice of America has tried to counter the Soviet _ propaganda 
machine by conveying the' truth to those trapped behind Ihe Iron 
.Curtain. Within the United States, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has kept surveillance on Communist activities and has lent valuable 
assistance by producing vital evidence necessary for the prosecution 
of Communist criminals. The United States Courts have taken several 
- significant actions against the Communists in, the past few years, , 
the following of which are examples: 

Disloyalty: The _Smith Act, passed in 1940 (Scction.23 85. Title j! 8, - 
U nited States Code), makes It a r^me punishable^. 10 years’dm - 
nrisohmenh to teoicft and advocq t? me .overthrow gi thg Government' 
o LfeTUnited States bv force and violences to assist in the organiza¬ 
tion of any group which teaches and advocates the overthrow of the 
Government by force and violence; to be a member of any group 
which teaches and advocates the overthrow of the Government of the 
United States by force and violence, knowing that such is the purpose 
. of the group; or to engage in a conspiracy to do any of these things. 

Under this Act, in 194jLdh e twelve members_of the National-Board 
o f the Co TnTmmisLPnrtv were indicted lor^conspSrqgv _tc teach and 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by force and violence, 
and for conspiracy to participate in the organization of the Commu¬ 
nist Party as a group which so teaches and advocates. William Z. 
Fester, the National Chairman, obtained a severance because of ill 
health. The ether eleven were convicted and the convictions were 
affijmed all the way up through, the Supreme Court which upheld 
the constitutionality of the Smith Act and the finding by the Jury.that 
the Communist Party was a criminal conspiracy teaching and advo- 
eating the overthrow of our Government by force and violence. Three_ “f 
v of the convicted defendants became fugitives. ’ 

v The second Smith Act indictment was” returned in New York in 
1951, against twenty-one additional leaders of the Communist, Party 
on the identical charge as above. Four became fugitives, the case

"DEFINITION OF COMMUNISM" 

by G. David Schine 


This pamphlet is generally accurate as a simplified version of 
the subject. However, there are a few errors to which attention should be 
given; 


1. "The theory of Communism was created by Karl Marx 
in 1848." (page 1, paragraph 4) This statement creates a wrong 
Impression, As we know, Communism per se is much older than 
Karl Marx, and its expression can be traced back through the 
centuries. What Marx did was to create his own particular brand 
of Communism which he pretended was "scientific," It may be well 

to rewrite this sentence along the following lines: "Modern Communism" 
or the so-called "science" of Marxism-Leninism originated with Karl Marx 
and his collaborator, Frederick Engels. V. I, Lenin became known as 
its developer and Joseph Stalin as Its continuer. The first effective 
expression of this theory was made in the "Communist Manifesto" 
published in 1848. 

2. "... a world in which there will be no materialism..." 

(page 1, paragraph 6) This statement seems to contradict an 
earlier statement made on page 1, paragraph 5, where It is 
indicated that according to Marx’s theory "man lives for material 
things alone," and "materialism had affected every historical 
development." Also It appears to be In conflict with a statement 
on page 2, paragraph 1, to the effect that under the Communist 
system man would have "no aim in life other than the fulfillment 
of his material needs..." The difficulty here may be found in the 
difference between the philosophical definition of materialism and 
its popular definition, 

3. "The Communist Party, its policies and procedures 
were formulated by Nicolai Lenin in 1905." (page 2, paragraph 2) 

This statement ignores the various thoughts and developments which

took place in 1903, As a matter of fact, the complete "policies 
and procedures" of‘the Communist Party referred to were formulated 
over a period of years and the modifications which took place principally 
during and after the Bolshevik Revolution of 1917 have to be taken into 
consideration where a statement of this kind is made. 

4. "In 1916 the people,of Russia*in a spontaneous revolution 
had overthrown the corrupt Czarist regime... "-{page 2, paragraph 3) 
The above is an error of fact. It is presumed the author had in mind 
the provisional government of Kerensky which was set up as a result 

, of the popular revolution of March, 1917, and not 1916. 

5. "... The discontent people of. Russia..," (page 3, 
paragraph 1) It appears that the word should be discontented in 
this sentence and not discontent. 

6. On page 3, paragraph s, the author says that Russia 
controls Austria in addition to other countries. The word control 
as used here is incorrect. .Also in this same sentence the word 
government should be in the plural. 

7. "Russia has placed increasing numbers of American 

; citizens, who are Communist Party members and Soviet Agents, 
into high positions of trust and,responsibility where.they can 
influence the policies of this country to aid the Red,conspiracy as 
the Soviet Union wishes." (page 3, paragraph 2) This statement 
is too strong. Russia, while, attempting to.penetrate our social 
order directly with its own agents and,indirectly .through the 
assistance of the Communist Party, USA, has not been able to 
influence our policy as it wishes. The quoted statement should 
be toned down considerably in accordance with the actual situation. 

8. Twelve members of the National Board of the Communist 
Party, USA, were Indicted under the Smith Act in 1948, and not in 
1949 as the author states. The trial began in 1949 but the indictment 
was in the previous year, (page 4, paragraphs) 



9. Of the original eleven Communist Party leaders tried and 
convicted, four became fugitives, one of whom, Gus Hall, was later 
apprehended. The author incorrectly states that three of the convicted 
defendants became fugitives, (page 4, paragraph 3) 

10. The author states that one Communist Party member 
obtained severance due to illness in the New York Smith Act 
proceedings. The fact is that two obtained severance for ilihess, 
not one. (page 5, paragraph 1) 

11. Fourteen persons were convicted under the Smith Act 
at Los Angeles, and not twelve as stated by the author, (page 5, 
paragraph 2)

By air tel 3/22 /5k., Los Angeles advised that a represents- 
tive of Region II,■ Il5th Counter Intelligence Corps (CIC) Detachment***®*^- 
oontacted the Los Angeles Office on that date for information concern¬ 
ing Schine, advising that Region II of CIC had been requested to con¬ 
duct an investigation of Schine; however, the nature of the investiga^ / 
tion was not stated. 

Los Angeles furnished no information except the newspaper 
account of a press Interview with Schine appearing in the “Los Angeles 
.Herald Express" on 8/20/53 and a derogatory article appearing In the 
"Daily Peoples World" (a Communist newspaper) on 9/21/53 referring to 
Schine*s deferment from the draft. 


Los Angeles advises it furnished CIC no information con¬ 
cerning the inquiry made of Selective Service Headquarters by former 
SAC Hood in early 1951 at the Bureau's request. 

It would appear that the statement concerning SAC Hood refers 
to an inquiry as to Schine*s Selective Service status at his local 
board and a contact with the State Director of Selective Service for ^ 
California which the Director requested as reflected by his .memorandum 
to Mr. Tolson dated 2/3/51, in which he stated that in "December. 1950, 

Schine's father an aj _ * _] of the.Schine 

Hotels in Florida, had requested him to see whether a deferment of 30 
days or more could be obtained for Schine. The Director advised the 
most he could do would, be to Inquire and he thereafter caused inquiry 
to be made at national, state and local levels of the Selective Service 
System and determined that (no deferment would be granted.
